The lions have been here, they have met in com- 
bat, and we sit down to describe the encounter. In 
other words, two of the state. presidential electors 
at large, Messrs. Lincoln and Calhoun, being in the 
vincinity of our county, in their attendance upon 
the courts, mnile us a visit Inst Saturday, and met 
in debate in our court-house at night, But there 
is something previous to be told. 

On Saturday the Gth inst,, these two gentlemen 
being at Tremont, where were also some of our 
Jowyers, Mr. Lineo!n was urged’ to ride over and 
make an address to our Clay Club the same night. 
He consented, with the knowledge of Mr. Calhoun, 
and drove off in his presence; and thus Mr, C. was 
perfectly aware of his design. ‘Lhe reason of our 
mentioning this circumstanco will be seen pre- 
sently, 


Mr. Lincoln reached here ubout sundown, when 
notice of his design to make a political address at 
hight was circulated, and at the appointed hour, 
(half past 7) the court room was about half filled. 
(The night was inclement, the rain falling in copi- 
His address occupied less than two 
hours, and was a masterly defense of whig prinei- 
ples.

Now the first thought that would strike any ono 
on reading this paper, would be that Mr. Calhoun 
had himself written it, and that Mr. Lincoln had 
stolen off from Tremont to come here without his 
knowledge. The paper also represents Mr. C. as 
assuming the braggart, ond challenging a reply to 
his forthcoming speech. Now, will the reader be- 
lieve that allthis was a forgery!—that Mr. Cols 
houn never intimated to any one any unfuirness on 
the part of Mr. Lizcoln in coming here on the pre- 
ceding Snturdny—that he never assumed the brag- 
gart uttitude in which this paper places him—and 
that he never invited Mr. L. or any other whig to 
be present to answer him. He is too sensible a man, 
on some points, for that. No, the whole affair was 
a forgery of the locofocos here, who had been led 
to believe, from the puffs of Mr. C.. in the State Re- 
gister, that he was a “giant,” and that neither Mr. 
Lincoln nor any other whig could hold n candle to 
him. 


All that Mr. C, ever authorized any one to 
say, in reference 10 lis visit here, was, that he 
would stop here on bis return from the Woodford 
court, and make an address. The authors of the 
forgery must have felt very cheap Jn Saturday 
night, when their champion rebuked them fur plac- 
ing him in such a position; but that was nothing to 
the chagrin they afterwards suffered when they saw 


him wilting down toa coddled leaf under the pa! 
Loiling of his opponent, 
Upon the appearance of the hanubill, 2 copy of 
it wassentto Mr. Lincoln, then at Woodford court, 
who very naturally supposing that Mr. Calhoun 
was the author, and nothing daunted by the belli- 
gerent tone of the manifesto, determined “to weet 
him at Philippi.” The thing was kept secret how~ 
ever, Jest, if known to Mr, ©. and the locos, their 
champion should take the back track, and uyoid so 
dangerons an adversary. Indeed very fow whigs 
know that Mr. Lincoln would be here, and the ma- 
jor portattended on Saturday night to liens a speech 
by a free trade man against tho old democratic doc- 
trines of a notional bank and protection ef home 
industry. Most of the present genoralion of yotors 
Nave heard a gront deal about the oli federal and 
republican partios: they know from history that 
these two mensuros were party landmarks, the re- 
publicans going fur them and the federalists against 
them; and they wanted to hear whotn federal ad- 
Vocate would say. They were gratified in part only. 
At the appointed time the court room was crow- 
ded, and Mr, Callicun took tho stand about half 
past Te'clock. He began by denying all agency 
inor knowledgo of the handbill above spoken of, 
and then, passing by the bank question, he attack- 
ell the other republican landmark, the tariff, and ut- 
tered a three hours’ tirade against it. 


As he eall- 
ed himself a democrat, while thus standing on the 
(ld federn} plutform and reiterating the old federal 
arguments, he saw that he must account somehow 
or other for tho republican presidents going for a 
protective tariff, and accordingly he affirmed that 
they did so only asa TEMPORARY MEASURE! 
Thus every republican president, as ho entered 
upon the presidency, embracing a period of more 
than HALE A CENTURY, if we include Gen.

Equally absurd were all Mr. C.’s other argu- 
ments, and thus he kept worrying his audience til! 
half past 10 o'clock. Then, after having spoken 
three hours, he said he would devote a moment or 
fico to another question of great importance, viz. 
the bankrupt law; and this moment or fico he spun 
out to just half an hour. This was an intolerable 
bore. ‘The bankrupt law was voted for by the then 
Jocofuco Senator Young—a bankrupt Jaw had long 
before been advocated by Mr. Van Buren and Mr, 
Benton—it had answered the “temporary” purpose 
for which it was designed—had been repealed more 
than a year—and the people thought and cared no 
more about it than they did of that peerless hum- 
bug, Gen. Jackson’s fine. Mr. C. however was 
still loth to give it up, but said he should like to 
dwell upon it if time permitted. As it did not, he 
would dismiss it and take another moment or two 
to tonch upon some other matters of importance. 

By this time the audience had got to know what 
his moment or fico meant, and manifested signs of 
impatience. The people at the door especially en- 
gaged in protty loud conversation; and becoming 
satisfied that it was the speaker’s intention to give 
Mr. Lincoln no chance of replying to him, began 
to call for that gentleman. 

Mr. Calhoun paused; and looking towards the 
quarter whence the call came, said he would stop 
if desired; or if the audience preferred hearing any 
gentleman other than himself, But this he would 
tell them—that it was in vain to call on Mr, Lin- 
coln; for that geutleman would not enswer their

soy; adding n still more marked compliment to the 
urbanity of his opponent. 

At this point one of the party leaders roso ond 
id that this was a democratic meeting—that it

How far this gentleman was himself subject to the 
charge of incivility, may be seen by turning back 
and reperusing the handbill by which the meeting 
was convened. The insincerity of that handbill 
was now manifest. It was plain that it was alla 
locofoco trick. Under the semblance of a ‘politi- 
cal meeting,” (mark the words,) which should be 
free for all parties, they had got together the Jar« 
gest audience which had been seen here for six 
months, and proclaimed itto be a ‘democratic 
meeting,” telling the whigs, who had listened pa~ 
tiently for three hours, that if they did not like it 
they. might go about their business, Mr. Calhoun, 
thus encouraged, made an egotistical flourish or 
two of rhodomontade, which brought a clap and a 
yell from a county commissioner who had taken 
the most conspicuous seat in the house; and this 
was the first demonstration of approbation that 
had been thus far manifested, The whigs, indis- 
posed towards. row, determined to let the feds 
aye it all their own way, and many of them took 
the advice which had been so politely given them 
to seek entertainmeut elsewhere. 

Mr. Calhoun then launched out into a review of 
the campaign of 1840, bringing up the whig pro- 
cessions—their old coons—and their banners. of 
“two dollars a day and roast beef.” Discovering 
that this claptrap flummery suited his friends bet- 
ter than his attempts at arguntent, he luge in 
the “two dollars a day and roast beef” oftener than 
we can now count—each repetition of the phrase 
being pronounced in a progressingly high key, 
and bringing down the federal thunder.
